Sleepers in Senay Hook were aroused this 


morning by a rumbling sound. Shaking of | 


buildings, rattlmg of window ‘sashes, and 
dishes followed. Many beds were rocked. 

It was thought an accident had happened 
to some of the explosives stored here, and it 
was not at first supposed that an earthquake 
caused the commotion. But reports of the 
effects of the shock at other points being re- 
ceived convinced all that it was an earth- 
quake that caused all of the trouble here. 

Jersey City also felt the force of the earth- 
quake, the tremor extending throughout the 
northern part of New Jersey, while the 
southern section appears to have escaped the 
experience entirely. 

No report of any shock, however slight, 
comes from Hoboken. At Mount Arlington, 
on the shore of Hopatcong, no shock was 
felt, while on the opposite side of the lake 
many people were awakened and frightened 
by a‘succession of severe shocks. As a gen- 
eral thing, however. 
throughout Northern New Jersey. 

The same story comes from fifty towns and 
villages. A succession of shocks, a rumbling, 
grating sound, a swaying of earth and houses 
and furniture. 

Overcome by Nausea. 

At Highstown several persons were over- 
come by nausea. Moorestown had a heavy 
swell, while Dover had no shock at all. 

At Asbury Park there was a violent swaying 
and a loud rumbling, as violent and as loud 
as becomes the dignity of Asbury Park. 

At Rahway the first shock was slight and 
silent, the second violent and accompanied 
by a rumbling, cracking sound. The colored 
people, encamped for religious purposes in a 
grove near by, prayed and sang with pious 
fervor and fright. 

Reports received from Paterson from the 
towns in the Schuylkiil Valley indicate that 
the shock was felt all through that region. 

At Long Branch the guests of the Holly- 
wood and Elberun felt the tremors. At 
Trenton the shock was severe and the sound 
like trains of artillery. From the north of 
New York the same sort of stories come, but 
there are no definite reports of fatalities. At 
Westport, Conn., people were shaken in their 
beds. and listened with terrifled ears to the 
mysterious rumble.

Inhabitants Roused from Their Slumbers

Philadelphia, Pa., Sept. 1.— Special.! 


Two distinct earthquake shocks were felt in 
this portion of the country today. The wave 
seemed to extend in a northeast and south- 
show it came from 

south, 


Jersey as far east as the Atlantic Ocean at 
Toms River and Astury Park, and extended 


along the coast to New York City and part of } 


the State. Southern New Jersey and Central 
Pennsylvania did not feel the shock. 

The wave in Pennsylvania did not seem to 
be more than twenty miles wide, but in New 
Jersey it spread out and reached clear across 
the upper part of the . a distance of 
some sixty miles. 

The weather had been extremely hot here 
for three days, but fallowmg the second 
stiock the air became cooler and it has re- 
mained so ali day. The first shock occurred 
at 3 o’cloek and it was light, a slight tremor 
only being noticed. Had it not been for the 
more violent’ quake ut 6:07 o’clock this 
morning the first shook might have passed 
off unnoticed. 

Just after 6 o’clock the earth was shaken 
violently for at least two seconds. Dishes 
were rattled in the sideboatds and the people 
were awakened out of sound slumber. Many 
rushed to the windows of their dwellings to 
ascertain the cause of the trouble. 

Ot course everybody found his neighbor 
eeping out of the window at the same time 
and as a result the city was awakened at a 
much earlier hour than is ‘customary Sunday 
morning. No buildinge were damaged seri- 
ously and no person was hurt. 

The shock was severe enough to cause win- 
dow sashes to fall and smash the glass in 
some parts of the city. 

In George's Hill, in Fairmount Park, a fis- 

sure opened, permitting the entrance of a 
plummet which went down more than 100 
feet without touching bottom. . 
A large plate-giass. window in the shade 
store of Michae! Lett, No. 1914 Germantown 
avenue, was split from top to bottom. Similar 
cases are reported from other parts of the 
city. 

At the zodlogical gardens the vibratica was 
clearly perceptible. The excitement which 
followed among the animals continued for a 
good while after the seismic disturbance.

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VESSEL, OWNERS BATTLE FOR THE

Trouble Is Started by the R. J. Gordon 
and John A. Dix Usurping the Rights 

, Of Smaller Craft—Capt. Napier Takes a 

Hand and Drives Out the Intruders, 
7 Cutting Their Big Hawsers—- Battle Be- 

‘tween the Varions Crews Is Only 

Stopped by Timely Arrival of Police. 

There was a renewal of/the old-time | hos- 
tilities between rival steamboatmen at the 
Van Buren street pier yesterday afternoon, 
and a lively fight took place before the police 
could end the row. 

The trouble was caused, it is said, by Owner 
Rewman of; the R. J, Gordon and Will Coch- 
rane, manager of the John A. Dix. They at- 
tempted to force a landing at the pier proper, 
while it is asserted their license prescribes a 
landing several rods further south. Other 
vesselmen objected, and the ropes of both 
vessels were cut by the crews of the rival 
boats, 

The small excursion boats of the Van Buren 
street line make their landing immediately 
south of the pier, while the Macatawa and the 
Cyclone tie up at the pier proper. The land- 
ing place of the Gordon and the John A. Dix 
is still farther south, and an encroachment on 
the other vessels at the pier was attempted. 

Early yesterday ‘afternoon a ticket stand 
was erected on the pier near the landing of 
the Macatawa, to be used jointly by the 1 ohn 
A, Dix and the Gordon. 


: Capt. Napier Takes a a 

Shortly before 2 oclock the Macatawa 
landed with a load of ‘passengers from Man- 
hattan Beach and a few minutes later the Gor- 
don drew up beside ii, The stay ropes were 
fastened and the gang planks were fixed! The 
ticket seller was stationed in the stand and a 
crier stood at the end of the pier directing 
excursionists to the boat. Capt. Napier of the 
Macatawa saw that his. trade would 
be injured by the encroachment of the rival 
vessel and asked Newman, owner of the Gor- 
don, to back out and make his landing at the 
usual place. Newman, however, claimed the 
right of landing at any of the piers and re- 
fused to move his boat. Thereupon Capt. 
Napier ordered his crew to cut the stay ropes 
of the Gordon. This was done. The gang 
plank was pushed back into the boat. 

A few minutes later the John A. Dix and 
the Cyclone drew up at the pier and the Gor- 
den attempted to land a second time. The 
crews of the Macatawa and the Cyclone re- 
eeived orders from their Captains to prevent 
the landing of the other two boats, and for a 
moment it looked as though serious trouble 
would result. 


Police Aid Summoned, | 
The Harrison Station police were notified

PAYNE AN INTIMATE FRIEND OF DAVIS. 


Interesting. Incidents in the Life of the 
Dead Iowa Millionaire. 

Malvern, Ia., Sept. I. -M. U. Payne, the 
famous Fremont County millionaire, who 
died a few days ago, wasa lifelong friend of 
Jefferson Davis, When the latter was elected 
President of, the Southern Confederacy he 
appointed Payne Secretary of the Interior, 
but he never served in that capacity. On the 
contrary, he came North and settled in Fre. 
mont County, where he since amassed a fort. 
une estimated at from $1,000,000: to 83, 
000,000, 

He owned land in every State in the Union 
except one, though the most of his real estate 
was in Fremont County, where he had 16,000 
acres. When Jefferson Davis died he owed 
Mr. Payne $100,000, which he had forgotten 
to pay. When Davis died Payne was called 
to his home in Mississippi to preach his fu- 
neral sermon. Payne’s will, just filed for 
probate, shows his money bequests to be 
| $228,000 aside from his real estate. Among 
these are the following:

Then the mine pumps were 
pulled up and, all hands were dis- 
charged. Within the last week the 
demand for ore became so great the 
eompanies made plans to open up the mines 
again. They secured 300 men from outside 
points to start the steam shovels and then 
asked military protection. The Governor 
was appealed to and Saturday night took de- 
cisive action. The strikers have alienated 
public sympathy entitely by their failure to 
accept the companies’ figures, 

‘Lansing, Mich., Sept. 1.—{Special. }—Col. 
Lyon of the Fifth Infantry wired Gov. Rich 
this evening that he had reached Ishpeming 
and would assume command of the 
five companies of the National Guard 
already ordered to that city.

—Dissolution of the ministry is averted for 
the present, but there is little likelihood the 
discordant elements in the Cabinet can be 
harmonized and complete reorganization

Illegal Action by the Belgians Who 

Hanged the Englishman Stoke. 

London, Sept. 1.—It is learned froma 
trustworthy source that the Englishman 
Stoke, hung by the Belgians under Capt. 
Lothaire, near the River Aruwimi,in the 
‘Congo State, which was mentioned in a pre- 
vious cable dispatch, had a legal trial, but 
that Capt. Lothaire acted illegally in hanging 
him without allowing an appeal to the tribu- 
nel at Boma. 

Le Matin of Paris declares the Congo State 
authorities possess a letter which Capt. Lu- 
gard wrote to the Chairman of the East 
African company, warning him if he laid 
hands upon Stoke he would make short work 
of him. \ 

The charge against Stoke was of selling 
arms and ammunition to Chief Kibonge, with 
whom the Belgians were fighting.

ALFARO TAKES QUITO 


OAPITAL OF EOUADOR ABANDONED 


BY THE GOVERNMENT FOROES, 


Success of the Revolutionists Causing Much 
Alarm in Colombia=—It Is Feared the 
Liberal Party There May Be Encour- 
aged to Take Arms Against the Govern- 
ment=Business at a Standstill=Troops 
Concentrated at Panama Strike on the 
Canal Ended by Increased Wages. 

Colona, Colomia, Sept. 1.—Authentic in- 
formation is received here that Gen. Alfaro’s 
troops have taken Quito. 

Gen. Sarasti, who led the government 
forces, fled to the American legation and 
Salazar fied to the Peruvian lega tion. 

President Caro gives public assurance that 


Colombia is in a tranquil state, and late re- 


ports of an uprising are denied. 

It is true that tranquillity prevails in this 
country, but it is accompanied with much 
anxiety lest the dissatisfied in the country 
and those who were beaten in the recent 
revolution should again make an effort to 
overturn the existing order ot things. 5 

It is well known and admitted that Gen. 
Alfaro has among his followers a large 
number of Colombian Liberals, and each 
victory he gains over the legitimate govern- 
ment of Ecuador increases the fear of fur- 
ther trouble in Colombia. 


Fear Alfaro’s Success. 

Should Alfaro arrive at power in Ecuador 
it is confidently expected his aid will be ex- 
tended to the liberals of this country to 
Anticipating such an 
eventuality, the government has already 
concentrated over 1,000 men at Panama, and 
from that central position they can be moved 
wherever they are required. Such is the 
situation at this moment, and it has a most 
distressing effect on business. Exchange on 
New York is 135 per cent. 

Operations on the canal continue in their 
beaten path, confined, however, to Culebra 
and its immediate vicinity. The number of 
hands employed is about 1,100. One camiot 
say that much work is being done, consider- 
ing the number of workmen employed. 

The breakdown of machines, such as exca- 
vators, locomotives, and cars, and the fre- 
quent tearing away of rail tracks offer seri- 
ous impediments. The large number of these 
materials at hand offers facilities in chang- 
ing them, but the same mishaps are encoun- 
tered. 

The repairs effected here are only tempo- 
rary, Owing to the absence of ang suitable 
machine shop. This drawback will probably 


remain until the old Bas Matachin foundry 


is opened and approaches its former self in 
the skill and completeness of machines man- 


ufactured. 
Canal Strike Ended, 


The strike, which commenced among ¢anal 
laborers at Culebra, continued up to Mon- 
day last, when the men resumed work at an 
increase of wages. Those who were getting 
SO cents a day now receive 90 cents, and 
those who got 90 cents have advanced to $1. 

The wages of mechanics have increased 20 
cents a day. It is reported that there are 
now 250 soldiers stationed along the route 
of the canal. It is stated that the British 
Government will grant a subsidy to the Hali- 
fax and Bermuda company which will enable 
their cable to be extended to the West Indics: 

The Prefect of Atrato announces that dur- 
ing the early part of last month several 
strong earthquakes were felt in that prov- 
ince, completely destroying the village of 
Cupica, and that all the houses have been 
demolished. Many landslides took place at 
the same time, damaging the adjacent 
plantations. Sickness has broken out among 
the inhabitants.

Serious Charges Made Against the Mayor 
of Ashland, Wis. 

Ashland, Wis., Sept. 1.—[{Special.]—Noth- 
ing which has happened in municipal affairs 
for years has aroused so much attention ang 
public interest as the move that has been 
started to impeach Mayor E. M. C. McClin- 

tock and have him removed from office. 

Ever since Mayor Starkweather at Supe- 
rior was impeached for extorting money 


. for campaign expenses from city employés it 


has been current rumor that Mayor McClin- 
tock was guilty of the same practices. This 
culminated a week ago when the Daily 
News, Ald. Williams’ paper, made the direct 
charge against the Mayor of extorting 
money from city employés and demanded 
an investigation. 

Public interest has been wrought up to 
fever heat ever since, and last night, when 
the’ Council held a meeting, the rooms were 
crowded with citizens. A document was 
read by the Acting City Clerk, signed by three 
prominent citizens, preferring charges 
against Mayor McClintock and asking that 
he be removed from office. 

The signers were A. E. Dixon and W. L. 
Windom, attorneys, and John F. Scott, lum- 
berman. The three compose a committee of 
the Civic Federation. appointed to investi- 
gate the subject. Mr. Windom is Chairman 
of the Republican County co ittee and 
nephew of the late Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Windom. 

The charges accuse the Mayor®f extorting 
and attempting to extort money from city 
employés; of entering into an agreement 
with one Del Cooper to sanction a permit 
and license a disorderly house to be oper- 
ated at Ashland, of allowing gambling to 
be carried on there with his approval and 
knowledge. 

The charges give the names of eight offi- 
cials who were victims to the attempted 
extortion. It is alleged each subscribed $5, 
except one, who was only held up for 50 
cents. It is also alleged that extorting of 
money from a large number of street em- 
ployés was attempted. After hearing the 
charges citizens decided to meet Friday

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APPEAL TO UNCLESAM 


TWO AMERIOANS IN {GUATAMALA 
SAY THEY ARE PALSELY AOOUSED, 


R. T. Breckinridge Jr., a Member of the 
Kentucky Family, and C. C. Goff Ar- 
rested, Charged with Being Implicated 
in the Killing of P. o. Brooks, Cashier 
of an Agency at Livingston—Report 
Made to Washington by the Govern- 
ment’s Representative, 


Danville, Ky., Sept. 1.—[Special.}—The fact 
that Robert Breckinridge Jr. and C. C. 
Goff, two citizens of the United States, had 
been arrested at Livingston, Guatemala, 
pending the investigation of a mysterious 
murder, was first made public in some of the 
press dispatches yesterday, when it was 
stated that Consul Pringle had wired the 
United: States authorities at Washington 
from Guatemala that the two men had been 
released on bail or practically released and 
that every possible effort would be made to 
insure them a fair trial. 
private advices state, has aroused wide- 
Spread interest in Central America, owing 
to the prominence of all parties concerned. 
Mr. Breckinridge is the oldest son of ex- 
State Senator Robett Breckinridge of 
this city and a nephew of Congressman 
William C. P. Breckinridge of Lexington. 
Mr. Goff, the other prisoner, is well known 
to old Mississippi and Ohio River steamboat 
men. 

The circumstances surrounding the mur- 

der are peculiarly mysterious, which makes 
it is all the more embarrassing to the Ameri- 
cans in question. The best people among the 
foreign element in Livingston believe in 
their innocence and it is difficult to connect 
them with the crime, except by the weakest 
sort of circumstantial evidence. Senator 
Breckinridge has just received letters from 
his son and also from prominent Americans 
in Guatemala giving the particulars of the 
murder. 
The murdered man was P. O. Brooks, 
cashier of the “Cia de Agencias y Trans- 
port y Del Norte,“ whose main office is at 
Livingston. This company is the most im- 
portant concern in Central America, con- 
trolling several lines of freight vessels and 
transporting about all of the coffee, fruit, 
etc., exported from that country. Brooks 
was the custodian of many thousands of 
dollars, was trusted by the company, and 
stood high in all circles. Young Breckin- 
ridge was and is yet the trusted head book- 
keeper of the company, the resident man- 
ager of which is Capt, William Owens, a 
former citizen of Baltimore, Md. Goff is the 
master mechanic of the company. 

Goff, Breckinridge, and an assistant book- 
keeper, Sylvester Randolph, slept in rooms 
in the main building, which was patrolled at 
night by a negro watchman. The night of 
July 16 Breckinridge as he went to his bed- 
room, about 9 o’clock, passed the main office 
and saw Cashier Brooks at work. He talked 
with Brooks a short time and asked him to 
spend the night with him. Brooks told 
him he would do so and would go up to his 
room after he quit work. Breckinridge went 
on up-stairs and talked to Goff while wait- 
— * oe — join them. He had not 

at a late hour and 
bed and i: oe | they both went to 
etween 5 and 6 o’clock the followin 
morning Randolph, who also slept in the 
building, rushed into the room occupied by 
Breckinridge and Goff and told them Brooks 
had been murdered in the main office. The 
three men hastened down and found, the 
cashier lying on his face with his body half 
way in the vault, which, to their surprise 
was open. He had been shot in the back. 
Near his body was a fine pearl-handled re- 
volver, a present from Brooks to Breckin- 
ridge, with one of its chambers empty. The 
pistol had been stolen from Breckinriige’s 


room twelve days before. 


Murderer Did Not Steal All He €ould. 

The first thought that came to the minds 
of the three men was that Brocks had been 
killed hy safe robbers, but there were im- 
portant reasons for believing otherwise. 
One was that while the murderer, as it was 
afterward ascertained, had taken $10,000 in 
bills from one of the drawers in the vault he 
had left more than three times that sum in 
the same drawer, which he could have stolen 
Just as easily as the leramount. A sin- 
gular feature of the case, however, was the 
fact that the safe was open. The most rigid 
rule of the establishment was that the vault 
should be locked every afternoon at 5 o’clock 
in the presence of every man in the building 
and that no one, from the highest to the 
lowest, should open it until the next morn- 
ing, when it was unlocked in the presence of 
all. 

When the news of the affair reached the of- 
ficers, Breckinridge, Goff, Randolph, and the 
negro night watchman were all arrested. 
Under the Guatemalian law the officers, 
when a murder is committed in a house, ar- 
rest all in the house at the time and hold 
them in custody fifteen days, either to be se- 
cure in case of crime being fixed upon any 
one of them or to be available as witnesses. 
The must rigid investigation was begun 
without results. A mob took the negro 
watchman from jail, believing that he was 
either -guilty of the murder or implicated in 
it, and strung him up by the neck three times 
in the effort to get him to confess, but he 
would tell nothing on which the officers 
could base a theory. Breckinridge and Goff 
were released on bail, but are still in custody 
in so far as they are compelled to sleep in 
the barracks at night and are watched while 
going and coming from their work. 

Breckinridge and Brooks were warm 
friends, and Brooks had given Breckinridge 
ane@ther pistol after he lost the one which 
killed Brooks. For this and many other 
reasons Capt. Owens, the manager of the 
company, believes Breckinridge and Goff 
both innocent of any complicity in the mat- 
ter and 1s doing all he can for them.

Just now Robert J., John R. Gen- 
try, and Joe Patchen are the big attractions 
in the trotting world; but should one of them 
keep on and win every race they would soon 
cease to be the drawing card that they are at 
present. The showing made by Joe Patchen 
in the big event at Fleetwood Park last 
Thursday certainly has a suspicious look when 
the great race that he put up against Gentry 
at Washington Park is taken into considera- 
tion. Had he been beaten out in a fighting 
finish it might have been excusable, but to 
have him beaten in the manner that he was 
certainly!looks bad. From this time we shall 
probably ses a three-handed game of see-saw 
in which first one and then the other will be 
the winner. Inwaces where Robert J. is not 
a competitor it will probably be about an

For, the present situation in the racing 
world the menagers of race-tracks both bere 
and else where have only themselves to blame.

Not satisfied with legitimate racing they must 
needs rade in and out of season. Four or 
five years ago the handwriting was visible on 
the wall, but they either could not or would 
not see it. The foreign book served 
as the lever by which public opinion 
was finally enabled to raze the whole fabric, 
and to that innovation as ‘well asto winter 
racing the downfall of the turf may be as- 
cribed. What is to be its future the good 
Lord only knows, but I for one am ffank to 
say that I believe that the present shut down 
will result in a great deal of good and that 
turf sport will be benefitted by it in the long 
run. There is no denying the fact that racing 
has degenerated greatly these latter days and 
that it cannot be compared with the racing of 
twenty yéars ago.. There are no races run 
nowadays that compare with the old time 
long distance racing events, when blood and 
stamina told the story of a race. The racing 
of the present time is too much on the order 
of ‘ first) flop out of the box. The 
majority’ of them are mere scrambles 
in which the result is determined by the fall of 
the flag, and in which luck plays an altogther 
too important part. Under stich circum- 
stances the best horse is as likely to be beaten 
as not, and the closest student of the game 
finds himself at sea when he assumes to pick a 
winner! Horses are raced off their legs as 2- 
year-oldd, and as a result become the sorriest 
sort of dogs when they teach an age at 
which, were nature given a chance, they 
shouid be at their very best, ‘What is needed 
is a radical change in the methods of making 
up a program.

He suggested that the railroad employés re- 
fuse to haul Pullman sleepers, thus shutting 
off revenue and forcing a settlement. Ac-

Mayor Hopkins then spoke up and sad: That's 
right; tie tem up, Debs, tie them up. If you only 
get one or two roads it will shut off the revenue 
and bring the old man to arbitration. I knew him 
for a good many years and I know he will continue 
to fight. The shops don't cut much of a figure. 
Money goes out there as well as it comes in. As 
Secord says, the railroads‘will make the repairs on 
his cars and he can shut down the shops, and keep 
them ‘closed until the men starve. The only thing

Saturday night the English Socialist and 
blatherskite, Keir Hardie, was banqueted 
by some of the Chicago Socialists and made 
them a speech, which was more notable for 
what it did not say than for what it did. 
Whoever reads it in the hope of finding out 
what the Keir Hardies of England want and 
how they propose to get it will find himseif 


ocean to teach as well as to learn, he ought 
to have been a little more definite. 

According to Hardie socialism may be de- 
fined as— 

A prepared condition, coming through a prepared 
people, but unless the prepared people are there 
the prepared condition is an impossibility. To me 
socialism is not more bread and butter, not more 
of the animal pleasures of life, not simply the 
lower part of human nature, being able to revel 
in the good things of life, but an uplifting of the 
race into a higher plane physically, intellectually, 
and morally than it is possible under the present 
régime, and for that reason it is imperative that 
this great Socialist movement should. be a work- 
ing class movement, drawing what aid it can from 
the strata of society removed, At may be, above 
that of the ordinary workman, ’ 

There are some things in this definition 
which many of the Chicago Socialists will 
not accept. They do not want to be intel- 
lectually and morally lifted up, but they do 
want more of the animal pleasures, and of 
what they look on as the good things of 
lite. They do not hanker after more bread 
and butter as much as they do after 
more beer and tobacco, to be paid for, not 
by their own work, but by the work of other 
people. Nor will they understand, any moré 
than those who are not Socialists, what Har- 
die means by his prepared people,“ who are 
to enjoy the prepared condition.” That is 
but an illustration, however, of the vague 
way in which pebple talk when they do not 
, care to say plainly what they really think. 

It is possible, however, to get an idea of 
Hardie’s ideas when he says: 

I believe that every class and section of society 
would gain by the incoming of socialism. The life 
of the very rich is hollow and unreal, and it is 
scarcely desirous to dignify it with the name of life 
at all. The middle class, in their terrible struggle 
to maintain a position of respectability, in many 
cases leading to a loss of true manhood and wom- 
anhood, and the working classes, with a life of 
toll and penury and misery, have each and all to 
gain by such a reorganization of our social and 
industrial system as will compel every ‘sane, able- 
bodied member of the community to take a healthy, 
active interest in the affairs of the community, not 
for personal gain, but for the good of the whole. 

The reorganized society he hopes for is 
the same kind of society that Debs and Tom- 
my Morgan yearn for. It is one where they 

would be bosses and where they would as- 

sign to all other men their daily tasks, just 
as the Warden of a penitentiary does the 
men in his institution. Under this 
system, which Hardie says would be 
followed by an intellectual and mor- 
al uplifting, thé State—otherwise the la- 
bor bosses—would be the master of every 
man, and would set him at work. He would 
get his rations, clothing, and shelter, and 
that is all he would get.. He would have 
neither property nor family of kis own. 

But Hardie did not think it was prudent 
to say that that is the way in which he pro- 
poses to reorganize society after the land 


confiscated and the “captains of industry” 
have been cut short in their careers. There- 
fore he treated his hearers to these am- 
biguities about making men take a “healthy, 
active interest in the affairs of the commu- 
nity,” and about a “prepared race,” In 
this country, as well as in England, if thg 
Socialists felt themselves strong enough they 
would announce that they were the pre- 


diate possession of their inheritance—that 
is, of other people’s property. Some years 
ago Spies and Parsons declared that they 
were the “prepared race,“ and went to work 
to reorganize the social system. Their fail- 
ure has made others more cautious—Hardie 


among them.

ONE VICTIM OF SOCIALISM. 

If anybody wants to see a practical illus- 
tration of the futility of altruistic endeavor 
in this working-day world he should look at 
John Swinton, who made a bitter speech at 
the Hardie banquet in Chicdgo Saturday 
night. He is one of the few—the very few— 
agitators who are absolutely unselfish in 
their advocacy of that nebulous operative 
unselfishness called socialism. 

Mr. Swinton began life with an active brain 
and a fluent and well-sharpened pen. For 
many years he was a vigorous journalist. 
But in an evil hour his generosity and unre- 
fiecting enthusiasm put him in the way of 
the bacillus of socialism, which inoculated 
him so thoroughly that his juggement was 
weakened and his prudence was destroyed. 
He grew so violent an enemy of the existing 
order that he could no longer remain in his 
editorial position, whereupon, induced by 
the profuse promises of other Socialists, he 
invested the savings of his life in a Socialist 
newspaper, or, rather, pamphlet. The thou- 
sands of men who, he had been made to be- 
lieve, were eagerly waiting to subscribe to 
his publication did not crowd into his count- 
ing-room, and the most-diligent search failed 
to discover the whereabouts of any of them. 
For a few months he struggled alone and un- 
aided by the self-seeking flatterers who had 
played upon his credulity for their own ends, 
and then, disappointed, unhappy, and ruined 
in purse, he abandoned the hopeless enter- 
prise and sank into obscurity which since 
then has seldom been disturbed. 

Such has been this man’s life—wasted in 
valn attempts to oppose with dream-stuff 
the harsh! and implacable laws of human 
nature. For the world is no nearer today to 
socialism than it was when he began his 
labors; no nearer now than when Cain in- 
augurated individualism by means of his 
club. i 7 2 
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EFFECTS OF DOUBLE TAXATION. 

In the abstract of. the annual address of 
President Carter of the American Bar As- 
sociation, printed in the Chicago papers, 
there was a blind sentence to the effect that 
“ijn some communities, notably in the City 
of New York, the impossibility of a general 
and equal. enforcement of the laws and the 
revolting injustice of a partial effort have 
had the efféct of leading the executive of- 
ficers wholly to abandon any serious at- 
tempt at à rigid enforcement.” 

It appears from a fuller abstract of the 
address that Mr. Carter was not speaking 
of laws for the closing of saloons Sundays, 
but of laws’ for the taxation of credits, or, in 
other words, double taxation laws. He 


said: 

In nearly: ‘all our States we find a forest.of in- 
tricate legislation aiming at the impossible task 
of finding intangible and non-visible property and 


of cases would amount to confiscation if it were 
really collected. The unsuccessful efforts are fol- 
lowed by additional enactments of increased rigor, 
bristling with penalties for evasion, and in most 
‘Instances the only results of the more stringent 
laws are to perjury and diminish the 
actual gevehues received. It is amazing to think 
that enlightened States, 1 ding in productive 
wealth, which 
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wisely, though his claim was a valid one. 


a pity that there are not more people who 
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the ennetment of 0 taxing laws and for 
more rigid enforcement of those now on the 
statute books is not due so much to innocent 
ignorance of the true principles of taxation 
as it is to the greed of the tax-eater on the 
one side and to socialistic teachings on the 
other. In every State and city there is a. 
Class of men for whom the taxes are never 
too high. They are the officeholders, who eat 
up what others pay, but rarely pay anything 
themselves. They are the ones who want 
assessments made at their fair cash 
value.” They are the ones who. want in- 
tangible property of all kinds put on the as- 
sessment rolls so they may be swelled and 
more money be collected to be spent by and 
for them. 

On the other hand, there are men who are 
animated by a hatred of capital as long as it 
is in the hands of others, who use it intelli- 
gently and reproductively, and who want 
laws passed for the confiscation of that cap- 
ital so they can get hold of it and expend it 
unproductively—for whisky and tobacco; for 
instance. The Democratic party made a 
concession to that sentiment when it enacted 
a Populist-Socialist income tax law which, 
had it not been declared unconstitutional, 
would have been followed up in the event of 
the Democfats remaining in power by pass- 
ing graduated income tax laws of increasing 
severity, which would eat up the large in- 
comes utterly and deprive of all incentive 
for exertion those who had built up those in- 
comes. 

It is true that there is some imbecility in 
the taxation Jegislation to which Mr. Carter 
refers, but there ts more of greed and malig- 
rity of a burning desire to get hold of the 
earnings of enterprise and industry on the 
part of those who have neither of those 
virtues.

“The school of the Armenian woman is 
the home, and the first characteristic of the 
home, after its piety, is its industry, says 
Mr. Kiretchjian in the New York Times. 
„The households are large, sons bringing 
home their wives and grandsons theirs, mak- 
ing up a family often of from forty to sixty 
persons. In the interior villages among the 
peasantry, the number is often much larger. 
This condition is a relic of biblical times 
and is still necessary in many parts of Ar- 
menia for mutual protection and economy of 
living in a country where life is often de- 
pendent upon resistance to barbarous tribes 
and money and food products are subject to 
the justice (?) of Turkish taxation. a 

“With primitive utensils and inconven- 
lent methods of living it may be seen that 
industry is a necessity in such.great estab- 
lishments, and absolute cleanliness goes with 
it. A Frenchwoman, Mme. Chantre, who 
spent months in Armenia with her husband, 
an oculist, and had an unusual opportunity 
to study the ways of the people, speaks 
emphatically of this element of the Ar- 
menian home. The Armenian women,’ 
says she, ‘are perfect housekeepers. Their 
houses are marvelously clean.“ 


“The servant problem does not exist in Ar- 


menia. All well-to-do households employ 
servants who come from the peasantry, and 
are trained in the service of a family and 
become a part of it.’ They ‘know their 
place,’ as is said here, and yield all respect 
to their masters and mistresses; on the 
other hand their ‘ place’ is known and re- 
spected by every member of the family. 
‘The Armenian women are expert and 
skillful cooks. A prominent foreigner who 
has traveled much through the country 
has said: ‘No one has eaten a good dinner 


who has not eaten one cooked by an Armeni- 
The chief meal of the day is eaten in 


an.’ 
the evening after the work of the day is 
done. At this are served rich cereals and 
vegetables cooked with surpassing deli- 
cacy and relish, and fruits, preserved and in 
their season, of the most.luscious and tempt- 
ing varieties. Meat is used, but not so much 
as here. Armenia is a land of fruit and 
flowers, and the Armenian woman is deeply 
skilled in the art of preserving fruits and 
making confections from flowers. The time 
of such compounding and preparation is a 
sort of holiday. The whole household gath- 
ers for the ceremony; the fruit is prepared 

and put into great caldrons over which pre- 
sides some experienced aunt or other rela- 
tive specially secured for the occasion. The 
rest of the women assist according to the 
degree of their expertness, down to the 
younger daughters of the home, who can 
only earnestly watch and admire the skill 
which it is their ambition to emulate some 
day. At the critical moments of the opera- 
tion, when a drop more or less of lemon 
juice or an added degree of heat too soon 
or too late may be fatal, care and watchful- 
ness are intensified to the superlative de- 
gree. Silence reigns while tastes and tests 
are taken, and the weight of a nation can 
hardly burden its bearer more than the re- 
sponsibility of her on whom rests the final 
decisive step. 

“For the children it is a holiday pure and 
simple. Fruits and sweets abound and sau- 
cerfuls of the confections at various stages 
of the process are generously dealt out. 

These preserves are offered to all who 
are guests of the household. Ceremonious 
visits would not be complete without them. 
Two fine glass bowls are set out containing 
each a choice variety of the sweetmeats, 
with an ample aufen, of silver spoons and 
an array of crystal goblets filled with water.

NER AT LUDWIG’S GROVE. 


Formal Presentation of the Emblem the 
Occasion for Speeches Urging a Wider 
Organization on the Part of Working- 
men = Representacives of the Society 
Disclaim All Idea of Opposition to the 
Law and Hope to Triamph Through 
the Ballot-Box and the Legislature. 


The feature of the Socialist Labor party 
picnic at Ludwig’s Grove yesterday after- 
noon was the formal presentation of a red 
banner. This banner, about which so much 
has been said during the last few days, was 
the gift of the wives, daughfers, and women 
friends of the members of the Socialist sec- 
tions of the city. It is blood-red and bears 
on one side in gilt letters and in English tlie 
words Socialist Labor Part? of Chicago.“ 
On the other side in German is an inscrip- 
tion which, translated, means: Presented 
by ladies and friends of the comrades. Work- 
ingmen of all countries, unite.’’ The banner 
is said to have cost $130. 

The cfty authorities had received a tip 
that after the formal presentation of the 
banner there would be a street parade with 
the banner at tlic head of the procession. 
Orders were issued from police headquarters 
to stop the parade in case anything of the 
sort was attempted. A strong reserve force 
of policemen was sent to all the North Side 
stations, and Sergt. Michael Hoffman of the 
Larrabee Street Station, with eight officers, 
was on the picnic grounds to see that no red 
flag parade started out from that point. 

According to the men who were in charge 
of the arrangements these precautions were 
unnecessary, as they said they never con- 
templated anything in the nature of a 
parade. | 

There were two speeches made in the pres- 
entation ceremonies—one in, English by 
Michael Britzius and the othér in German 
by Michael Schwab. Both speeches were 
tame. 


Split in Socialists’ Kanks. | 

The Chicago Socialists are divided on the 
question of political action and the faction 
which held its picnic yesterday is the radical 
wing, which is opposed to any affiliation 
with any political party whatever which 
does not bear the name of socialism. 

Keir Hardie, who was expected to be pres- 
ent, did not put in an appearance. There 
was also a noticeable absence of many of the 
faces which used to be seen at socialistic 
meetings. Lucy Parsons, Oscar Neebe, Mi- 
chael Schwab, and a few others were the 
only representatives of the radical element 
present. 

The arrangements were under the direc- 
tion of Frederick Kalbitz, President; and A. 
Eiseman, Secretary of the Socialist Labor 
party. Good vocal music was furnished by 
the Socialist Singing Society. 

The flag was presented by Miss Henrietta 
Neebe, a daughter of Oscar Neebe. She 
was dressed in white for the occasion and 
two little girls who attended her, Freda and 
Minnie Kalbitz, wore the same color. As 
she slowly shook out the folds of the gorge- 
ous banner Miss Neebe said: 

present this flag to you in the name of 
the ladies and daughters of the Socialist 
sections of Chicago.”’ N 

The singing society struck up Banner, 
Ho!“ after which President Kablitz made a 
short speech accepting the flag and thank- 
ing the donors in behalf of the party. At 
the other end of the platform the Stars and 
Stripes floated out in company with the em- 
blem of anarchy. 

Talks of the Red Flag. 

Michael Britzius, who spoke in English, 
was then introduced, and said: 

“You have just seen a flag unfurled, a 
flag which is innocent enough in its appear- 
ance and the color of which is by no means 
odd. This color, red, has been adopted by 
working people all over the world as an em- 
blem of unity. Yet this innocent looking flag 
has been denounced by the authorities as 
an emblem of revolution, and the assertion 
is constantly made that it means nothing less 
than destruction. 

J speak not to those who know this flag, 
for they know better. They know that it 
is an emblem of peace. Christ when he was 
on earth proclaimed peace and good will 
to all men, yet his emblem did not bring 
peace. Can we be blamed, then, if this em- 
blem should upheave capital and make this 
country as a coljperative commonwealth? 

We do claim that this color was once 
used in revolution, but it was never carried 
in tyranny over the head of any one. The 
first 1 know of this flag was in France, and 
what did it do there? The people under that 
flag rose up and destroyed what is now 
known as serfdom. It was not raised to 
tyrannibe or destroy any thing except the 
method which made the soti belong to a- few 
and made one man the absolute owner of his 
fellow. The people who wanted liberty took 
this fag as their emblem. 

“We raise it not in opposition to govern.« 
ment—and whoever says we do speaks false- 
ly—but we raise it in opposition to the an- 
archistic methods which have been foisted on 
the people by the competitive system in 
vogue today. We raise it against that sys- 
tem which sends our wives and daughters 
into the mine and into the workshop and 
which sends our children to the factory to 
grind out their lives when they ought to be 
in school. We raise it against that method 
which makes one man compete against his 
fellow-man, from the laborer to the mill- 
ionaire. When I see one great department 
store selling out another I protest in the 
name of humanity against it. 

Will Organize Politically. 

[t is our purpose under this banner to 
organize all the laborers of the world into 
one grand political party, so powerful that 
it will enable us as citizens and within the 
law to make better conditions for all. You 
are facing conditions in which your man- 
hood and womanhood is debased. A plan 
has been inaugurated to do away with com- 
petition so that a good, fair living will be guar- 
anteed to every.man who is willing to work, 
and to the child, when born, that equal op- 
portunities shall be guaranteed him as long 
as he lives. We will organize to stop strikes 
at the polls. Instead of striking and quitting 
work go into the Legislatures and énact 
laws to protect the people.” 

Michael Schwab followed in German. He 
reiterated practically the statements made 
by Britzius regarding the significance of the 
flag. He said the red flag was simply the 
emblem of a set of ideas, and that it was 
useless to attack the flag in the hope of 
crushing out those ideas. He said: 

“One city official of Chicago thought he 
could destroy socialism by destroying a red 
flag, but in the end he had to replace the 


‘flag he had torn up.“ 


This allusion to the flag incident under 
Mayor Washburne’s administration was 
loudly applauded by the audience. 

After the speaking supper was served at 
Ludwig’s saloon, and those who were pres- 
ent passed the remainder of the evening in 
dancing and other social amusement.

MUST PLAY SECOND FIDDLE TO AIKEN. 


Government Wants a First-Class Architect 
: on Second-Rate Terms. 

% Most people do not understand it.“ said a 
well-known architect and constructor yester- 
day, but the fact of the matter is that the 
United States Government is endeavoring to 
secure a first-class man to supervise its new 
building in Chicago, yet is unwilling to pay 

enough to make it au object for any one to 
undértake the work. Whoever may be se- 
lected for the position of architect must make 
up his mind to play second fiddle to Super- 
vising Architect Aiken at Washington. Mr. 
Aiken isa good enough gentleman, but, so 
far as I can learn, bis experience has been 
confined chiefly to putting up first-class resi- 
dendges in Cincinnati, and he apparently has 
not the faintest conception of what is known 
as the Ch:cago idea in building. 

»In the lav which Congress passed making 
an appropriation for a new government 
building in Chicago it was stipulated that 
only $80,000 should be set aside for the 
payment of draftemen and such skilled serv- 
ice us might be necessary in ‘he preparation 
of plans and specifications. Under this law 
the Supervising. Architect of the Treasury has 
undertaken to organize a division in his 
office relating exclusively to the Chicago pub- 
lic building. 

„Now, as 4 matter of fact, the gentleman 
who will be placed in charge of this division 
wiil not receive more than $2,500 per annum 
and it is possible that his salary may be found 
below that figure. 

The resut of this ridiculous parsimony 
on the part of the government is that no first- 
class architect will be able to accept the po- 
sitign, for there is little honor involved, and 
any plans they might make must be subdmit- 
ved to the Supervising Architect at Washing- 

on. ‘What the government really needs is a 
competent building inspector, such as 
the large contracting firms oi Chica- 
go put in charge of each sky- 
scraper as it goes up. Federal 
Government will find it difficult to secure the 
services of anything but a superintendent, for 
most of the first-class Chicago architeets 
make as much in a month as the government 
is willing to pay for a year. The total ap 
priation of $30,000 for the architect all 
his assistants is a ridiculous one; more than 
that is spent on each of the big skyscrapers 
whith have made Chicago architecture krown 
the world over. 

Some of our architects might be willing, 


as a matter of local pride, to accept this posi- 


tion did they not know that they would be 
mere understrappers of a very ordinary 
architect, who was selected to fill the position 
because of the notorious fact that no man 
readily successful in the profession could be 
induced to accept the office. 

It the government officials wish to put a 
Chi¢ago man in charge of the Chicago build- 
ing they should give him full swing, simply 
requiring him to keep his plan within the ap- 
propriation. If they are, not willmg to do 
this they ought to abandon their ridiculous 
search after a high-class architect and adver- 
tise for what they really need—a competent 
building inspector and superintendent.’

tional Military Park Sept. 18. 19, 20. 

Eighty-five organizations from Il!inois took 
part in the battle of Chickamauga and thir- 
ty-four monuments erected by the State are 
to de dedicated and turaed over to the Na- 
tional Commissioners Wednesday, Sept. 18. 

Gov. Altgeld will deliver the principal ora- 
tion. There also will be short addresses by 
Col. J. G. Everest, Col. Edgar D. Swain. Maj. 
Edward A. Blodgett, Chicago; Col. H. E. 
Rives, Paris; Gen. i B. Turchin, Radom; 
Maj. Walter E. Carlin. Jerseyville; and Gen. 
Smith D. Atkins Freeport, members of the 
State Com mission. z 

The monuments are of dark Quincy gran- 
ite, two pieces, weighing nearly twelve 
tons. The die is four feet high and about 
seven feet four inches long and three feet two 
inches wide. Three sides and the top of each 
monument are quarry-face with a nine-inch 
bevel around the top cut finish. On the front 
of the bevel is the word Illinois in raised pol- 
ished six-inch letters. The front face of the 
die is highly polished withsunk letters setti 
forth the necessary inscriptions. Three addi- 
tional monuments, or one single shaft as the 
commission may decide, are to be placed on 
Lookout Mountain and Missionary Ridge.

Allen, who is a truck farmer 50 years old, 
was captured by a posse of citizens, after a 
hard struggle. and turned over to the Sheriff, 
who had considerable difficulty in saving his 
prisoner from lynching. 

The murderous assault was the result of a 
long series of family quarrels, starting near 
Nameoki, in Madison County, where the 
family resided untila year ajo, and culmi- 
nating in the shootmg of today. Mrs, Allen 
owned the property near Warrensburg and 
Allen did nothing for the family except tinker 
about the place. There were debts to meet, 
and, seeing no money in sight, Mrs, Allen 
afewdaysago proposed that her husband 
should come to Decatur and get something to 
do for the wintér. She would return to Madi- 
son County and go out nursing, while Minnie 
could work out as a domestic, A boy, Will. 
iam Hampton, son of Allen’s half-brother, 
could get something to do. 

Allen’s only reply was: O, yes; you want 
to dump me, Before I'll go I'll kill you both 
and end all the trouble.“ Then he sharpened 
a large knife and loaded his revolver. 

Story of the Shooting. 

This. forenoon the girl, Minnie, was sweer- 
ing one of the rooms. Allen told her to stop, 
as he objected to the dust. A quarrel ensued, 
during which Allen got his revolver. When 
Mrs. Allen told her daughter to run Allen 
shot the girl’s third finger off as she fled 
and then, at close range, shot her in the back. 
Mrs. Allen got out into the yard and Allen 
fired at her three times, one shot takmg ef- 
fect in her right arm. She ran through a 
corn field into the village and gave the alarm. 

A party of men went to the house armed 
with shotguns and revolvers. Allen stoéd on 
the front porch defying the crowd and threat- 
ening to kill the first man who stepped out 
of the line. On the rear porch was the bleed- 
ing and unconscious form of Minnie. Allen 
would not permit any one to go near her. 

Finally, after half an hour ot parleyimg, 
Allen coolly asked for a match tolight he 
pipe. Charles Hastings, the village school- 
teacher, after a tew words with friends, took 
the match forward and stood near him while 
he was applying the match to the pipe. Seiz- 
ing the opportunity, Hastings caught Allen by 
the legs and threw him so quickly on his back 
that he could not draw his revolver. The 
crowd rushed forward, and in a trice he was 
handcuffed anda securely tied witha clothes- 
line. He was taken to White’s aardware 
store, and kept there until Sheriff Nicholson 
and Deputy Sheriff Holmes came after him.

Arnie Performs Many Feats in Spite of 
His Deformity. 

New York World: Arnie, the one-legged 
athlete, is deserving of the respectful consid- 
eration of all serious-minded people, because 
he has turned a physical misfortune into a 
means of making a living. He does not ap- 
peal to the love of the horrible by exhibiting 
a deformity as the two-headed man does, but 
excites admiration by the*manner in which 
he hds overcome a deficiency. 

His story is full of beautiful and hopeful 
teachings for old and young. It means if you 
have one leg become an athiete. If you have 
two fingers become a pianist. If you have no 


brains become an author. 
The one-legged athlete's full name is Arnie 


Crockett. Tie isa scion of the old American 


family of Crockett, of which Davy is the 
most famous and popular member, He was 
born forty-eight years ago at Thetford, Vt. 
At the age of 4 he lost his left leg in a rail- 
road accident, The right was also seriously 
injured at the ankle. 

Arnie was u healthy, full-blooded boy, and 
the inactivity which the ‘accident entailed 
brought an excess of blood. He was threat- 
ened with apoplexy and other troubles. An 
intelligent doctor told him that tho only 
thing that would cure him was hard 
exercise. 

One of the earlier :esults of constaut gym- 
nastic exercise was to enable him to do aa or- 
dinary man’s work ona farm. But his mus- 
evlar strength developed so remarkably that 
he turned his attention to athletics as an oc- 
cupation. 

He joined acircus first and afterward was 
for some years athietic and boxing instructor 
in a club. Then he again devoted his talents 
to the enterwinment of the public, For fif- 
teen years he has been performing publicly. 

One of Arrie’s most remarkable acts is to 
skate, He can go round the stage of a theater 
on his solitary leg and ‘skate as long as any- 
body cares to watch him. With a crutch he 
says he can skate on the ice as well as some of 
the ablest two-legged skaters. 

On the horizontal bar he can go over in a 
circle with one’ hand and de many other re- 
markable things. The biceps muscie of his 
arm measures sixteen inches, 

He can box one-minute rounds on one leg. 
With a crutch he claims he can hold his own 
with a good professional boxer. He gave an 
illustration of how he delivered a knock-out 
He hopped forward about 
four feet on his one leg. When he stupped 
his right hand was extended at full length and 
his crutch was firmly planted behind him. If 
any man is rer for a cripple to ight let us 
hope he, will find this one. 

Arnie® also rides a bicycle skillfully and 
gracefully both on the stage and on the road.

An infant should have all the water it 
will drink provided the water has been boiled 
or sterilized. The vessel it is kept in should 
be subject to a good washing in scalding 
water every day, filled with the boiled water 
and set away in a cool place. It should be 
served to baby in a bright shining silver 
spoon. Absolute cleanliness saves many a 
little life. 

Ail milk served to an infant or small child 
in summer should be sterilized, for the 


cows’ pasturage may grow weeds, from 
nibble, and these 


boiled daily in soda and water. Nipples 
should be turned inside out, sealded and 


sultry.

One reason for that is that 
Pittsburg now has a very low freight rate to 
the East, 1244 cents to Philadelphia and 17 
egnts to Chicago, and Pittsburg manufact- 
urers can get higher prices for their product 
in N ew York — New Eugland than they can 
in Chicago. . 

But there they come into close competi. 
tion with the importers of Belgian glass, and 
they are obliged to put prices low in erder to 
keep the Belgians from taking their trade. 
In other words, the importers of foreign 
glass hold the trump card in the game and 
are ready at any time to check too 
great an increase in prices.

oblest. motives the plan of the uni- 
verse is a failure. 

Man is more than matter. He is matter 
and spirit conjoined. Those who deny the 
| immortality of the soul base their dental upon 
the theory of evolution. And yet what is 
evolution? Simply this—that man came ihto 
being by natural causes. under the law of the 
survival of the fittest. Gtant that man is but 
highly organized brotoplasm—has he reached 
the limit of evolution, or development? 
Have the productive forces of nature been ex- 
bausted with man in his present state? Or 
does it not logically follow, according to the 
theory of evoiution, that the process of evolu- 
tion shall continue, and having evolved man 
from the atom carry him still on up until by 
the force of it he is projected into another 
life?
